SAN FRANCISCO HOODLUMS. 


Rival Gangs at the Potrero Indulge ina 
Bloody Affray. 

San Francisco, June 25.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| A bad feeling which 
has existed between the McManus and 
Welch factions in the Potrero resulted 
in an attack this morning by Frank 
McManus and a crowd of his followers 
on Jack Welch and Mike Curran. 
Welch was stabbed in the stomach and 
Cornelius McManus was shot and fa- 
tally wounded. 

Welch and Curran were in a cart, but 
the McManus band stopped them and 
Cornelius McManus, who js known as 
the ‘“‘Gosgoon,”’ and who is a brother of 
Frank McManus, the so-called ‘‘King of 
Potrero,’’ pulled Welch from his seat, 


at the same time plunging a pocket — 
knife into his stomach, inflicting a ter-, 
rible wound. Welch fell to the pave- 
ment and the crowd jumped on him and 
began kicking him. Welch, while pros- 
trate, drew a pistol and fired at Mc- 
Manus, the bullet striking just below 
the heart. Both men were taken to 
the receiving hospital by the police, 
who had some difficulty in driviag back 
the mob. 

For years Frank McManus and Jack 
Welsh ‘have been mortal enemies. 
They are rival boarding-house keepers 
at the.Potrero. Frank McManus has 
engaged in many disturbances, and 
Welsh has in numberless cases used his 
influence to have McManus arrested. 
Me Manus; owever, has always 
managed to avoid conviction. The 
feud: between the two men was also em- 
“bittered by the opposite political views 
they held. McManus is a Republican 
and generally managed to carry the 
primaries for his faction. This: year, 
however, Welsh, who is a Democrat, 
made up his mind to drive the king from 
his stronghold and when the primaries 
were opened for the election of dele- 
gates to the last Republican State Con- 
vention he threw out the regular Re- 
publican board of election and put Dem- 
ocrats in their places. He managed to 
beat McManus, and the affair today is 
- | no surprise to the police, who have been. 
expecting some such bloody sequel to 
the numerous clashings the Potrero 
gangs have indulged in.

Famine Along the Rio Grande. 

Langepo (Tex.,) June 25.—The great 
drought which has prevailed over 
Northern Mexico and portions of Texas, 
on the 'Rio Grande border, for the last 
two seasons, continues unbroken except 
in places. The cattle industry is almost 
annihilated and the total failure of 
crops, except in the irrigated dis- 
tricts, has resulted in extreme suf- 
fering among the poorer classes. The 
situation inthe States of Durango and 
Coahuila is extremely critical. At 
Lerdo a fund establishing lunch-rooms, 
where the poor and suffering classes are. 
fed. only prevented actual starvation.

“The Ocean End of the Uutfall Sewer Suc- 
cessfully Laid. 
The ovean end of the outfall sewer was 


successfully laid yesterday morning early,. 


The last 500 feet extends into the ocean, 
and Messrs. Hobson and Mathewson, the 
sewer contractors, made a sub-contract 
with Thomas Nixon to lay the ocean end. 
The sewer is twenty inches in diameter and 
of heavy iron pipe, in lengths of twenty 
feet; each length weighs 1500 pounds. 
The last 500 feet had been put together 
and supported on heavy wooden wheels. 
The wheels were similar to the front wheels 
of a wagon with a stiff tongue. These 
were placed at intervals of twenty feet, 
and were high enough for the pipe to swing 
clear of the ground underneath the axles. 
Advantage was taken of low tide, every- 
thing being in readiness a little before 5 
o’clock yesterday morning, when the whole 
thing was run straight out into the ocean 
in less than three-quarters of an hour with- 
out any hindrance. The water at the end 
of the sewer is 15 feet at low tide.

JAY GOULD’S WEALTH. 


Computing the Fo tune of the Little Wiz- 
ard of Wall Street. 
[New York Herald.] 

“How much is Jay Gould worth? I’m 
stre I doa’t kuow. Perhaps he could 
tell you if he wanted to, but I don't be- 
lieve that any 9.ody else could—not even 
the brokers who have acted for him for 
years.”’ 

It was an old Wall street man who 
spoke—one of the great number who 
once had money, but who now have 
none; one of those men whose experi- 
ences n the financial whirl have been 
varied and exc’tirg; one of the many 
who expect tobe rich again, to again 
own fast horses and costly btric-a-brac, 
to again negotiate in thousands, who 
may, indeed, retrieve themselves, and 
one of those who, over a sociable glass, 
invariably become reminiscent. 

‘‘But I can tell you,’’ he went on, ‘‘of 
something that may give you an idea of 
the extent of his possessions now. Sev- 
eral years ago he was heavily long ot 
the stock market. At the same time 
time the impression had some way gone 
abroad that he was in the” hole for 
money. The impression was so strong, 

‘altho: gh, as you will see, there was ab- 
solutely no foundation for it, that he 
and his brokers were seriously embar- 
rassed. It was impossible to get rid of 
his stocks. Every time the market 
showed a little strength and some were 
offered down it would go, and to hold it 
the stocks would have to be bought 
again. There seemed to be a general 
agreement all over the-country that at 
last an opportunity had come to squeeze 
Mr. Gould? 

“It was apparent that something must 
be done to remove the impression, and 
this was what was done One of Mr. 
Gould's most itmportant brokers—he’s 
dead now, poor chp—and a capitalist 
who was interested with him, caused 
the announcement to be made that they 
had been apvo-nted a committee to in- 
spect Mr. Goula’s securities and ascer- 
tain his exact financial condition. It 
wasn’ stated by whom they had been ap- 
poirted, and of course their relation- 
ship with Mr. Gould was not generally 
known. 


‘The interest in their investigation 
was widc.pread among speculators and 
brokers. The result was announced by 
the broker. He stated that he and the 
capitalist had visited Mr. Gould’s office 
and that Mr. Gould had displayed all of 
his securities. They had, he said, 
counted over $80,000,000 worth of 
them, actual market value, and had got 
tired and stopped when there were 
plenty more left. The effcct of this 
was that the public concluded that Mr. 
Gould was practically impregnable, and 
he got out of the deal he was in ata 
profit. 


“But the broker told me more about 
it some time before he died. He said 
that as a matter of fact the had, counted 
$75,000,000 worth of securities and 
that there were more left. And all of 
them were Jay Gould’s actual property, 
made outin his name and. bearing no 
indorsemerts whatever, which. would 
show that he had not borrowed them. 
Now that was several years ago. The 
prices of the securities of some of the 
corporations in which he is known to 
have held his interest have advanced 
from 50 to 75 percent, What then, is 
he worth today?”

Fellow Citizens: It is proper that 
what is to be said tonight shall be pre- 
faced by a few words personal to my- 
self. I am, in no sense, a politician, 
and neither am, nor profess to be, mi- 
nutely informed in matters of party 
politics. What is to be said, therefore. 
will be of a general character, and bind- 
ing or representing no one but myself, 
will simply indicate some of the reasons 
why, as a Republican, I think this ad- 
ministration ought not to be continued. 

As a Republican, responsible for one 
votein the elevation of Gen. Grant to 
the Presidency, responsible for one vote 
in the election of Representative 
Shanks to Congress, responsible for one 
vote in sending Gov. Morton to the 
Senate, I complain of the repeal-of that 
iw (tenure of office act) as an outrage 


~and a fraud upon -honest voters of the 


Republican party. . - And what 
was the excuse of this action? Only 
one could be made, and that was that 
while this power was uns@fe in the 
hands of President Johnson there was 
no danger of bad appointments by Pres- 
ident Grant. Let us see. 

The first trialof an incoming Presi- 
dent is the selection of his Cabinet, and 
what a revelation did this trial make of 
President Grant? Hitherte the test of 
Cabinet qualifications had been capacity 
to serve the Nation: now it became the 
amount of service and favors bestowed 
upon the President.

A Recent Trip to Chilkat and the 
Far North Country.

The Whote Journey Accomplished in 

Twenty-one Days—Ice Floes and 
Natives.

Sides the wonderful charm and 
fascination of a journey to Alaska, 
there is something like a patriotic pride 
in going toa land that*our own Uncle 
Sam bought so recently from Russia, 
and to see just how its riches are being 
discovered and developgl—especially as 
one sails through British waters and 
Columbian lands to get 
théré. Alaska offers such returns to 
the wsthetic sense alone that crowds 
fill the steamers on every trip during 
the brief, but brilliant, season of ‘‘the 
mignight sun,’’ and yet the popular ig- 
norance is densé enough, even as near 
as this. It is not surprising that people 
wonder that the trip fram Southern 
California to Chilkat, among the Arctic 
snows, can be made in twenty-one days, 
or even in seventeen if hurried, for no 
one actually realizes either dis- 
tances or the facilities for mod- 
ern travel except by experience. 
The study of maps, routes and 
longitudes is inadequate. But strange, 
rich, beautiful, poetic and potential 
Alaska will soon be known; already 
there are almost a half-dozen excellent 
books, notably that by Miss E. Scidmore, 
and the .ast Californian itself was al- 
mosta ttle guide-book, containing an 
article »n glaciers in America. one on 
the Becing Sea controversy and one on 
the deyelopment of Alaska, by a resi- 
dent Russian. Thesteamer Queen (of 
the Pacific Coast Steamship Company) 
made its first trip on June 6 from Ta- 
coma, carpvying 220 first-class passen- 
gers. The trip—with Chilkat as the 
most Northern point—and return is 
made in eleven days, and within that 
time the ship lands at all the large 
towns of British Columbia excepting 
Vancouver, visits the gold mines, the 
canneries and the cities of Alaska, and 
what is still more valuable to the trav- 
eler for pleastre sails past glacier after 
glacier, returning on the course many 
miles to enter Giacier Bay to give the 
tourist a day upon the noblest glacier 
in Northern America, the great Muir 
glacier. 

The passengers on the Queen, if 
they are to be judged by those of the 
first voyage. are not idle pleasure- 
scekers alone, byt have a sincere.wish 
to Rnow all that may be learned about 
this great unknown, s0 rich in promise.

~ In looking over a long series of his 
caricatures one is above all struck by 
the simplicity of *he nivons he employs 
to achieve the most com.cal results, a 
simplicity which reminds one of a 
child’s rude attempts at drawing that 
can be seen in any school. Cleverly 
introducing three or four lines into an 
oval he executes a face expressing the 
most rollicking humor. He succeeds in 
making the simplest inanimate object, 
like achair or a cane, look funny. In 
one instance he depicts the faces which 
the changing folds of a pair of trousers 
can make. 


A joke which remains good after the 


‘oceasion which gave rise to it has 


passed is generally considered one of 
the rarest preducts of the human mind, 
and in this Busch excels. His ‘‘good 
things’? will be enjoyed just as much as 
a hundred years hence as today. 

He has never attempted to caricature 
politics, never uttered epigrams upon 
conspicuous persons, nor do we learn 
the bad manners and morals of the time 
from him; nothing malignant, unpatri- 
otic, impure, mean, has ever borne his 
signature. He is always delightfully in- 


nocent, with a broad :and boisterous 


humor. The adventures of a chignon, 
the mischievous tricks of a monkey who 
upsets a whole household, the experi- 
ences of aman falling into dough and 
being baked alive are subjects suffi- 
ciently interesting for his pen. 

He never uses a model but draws 
everything from imagination with a 


‘simple pen which also serves him for 


writing. 

His imagination is so fertile that 
when a publisher, who was ordering a 
book, once asked him when it «vould be 
finished, he replied: ‘Ina week or two, 
perhaps sooner!’* As soon as this be- 
came known his publishers continually 
annoyed him with asking him to lower 
his prices. 

Busch is a very pleasant person to 
meet, but in his manners entirely differ- 
ent from what the reader might imagine. 
He has a stout figure and a full face 
with a long gravy beard, small vivacious 
eves beaming with good-natured mis- 
chief, a friendly mouth, with some slight 
motion even when silent. His speech is 
slow, almost dragging; he even stutters 
somewhat nowandthen. His conversa- 
tion is amiable throughout, altwavs full 
of meaning but simple in tone and ex- 
pression. _ His wit and humor only be- 
long to his pen, and though he can 
hardly write a letter-without introduc- 
ing asketch as a rhyme, his oral utter- 
ances on the contrary show no trace of

A Reminiscence of Lincoln. 

Hon. Robert G. Corwin, who is near- 
ing the eighties, and who is quietly 
spending the remainder of his days in 
Lebanon, O., the place of his birth, isa 
delightfully reminiscent old gentleman. 

A few days ago, in conversation with 
some friends, he related an incident in 
the life of Abraham Lincoln that has. 
not ‘as yet, perhaps, fonnd its way into 
print: 

“In the iatter 40s and early 50s, 
when Gov. Corwin and I were law part- 
ners in Washington, and when, under 
Zachary Taylor, Thomas Ewing became 
Secretary of the Interior (the office be- 
ing just created and Ewing its first in- 
cumbent,) there came from Illinois 
Abraham Lincoln, who was an appli- 
cant for the position of Commissioner 
of the Land Office. He made applica- 
tion to Gov. Corwin for assistance, but 
the Governor declined, saying that 
Ewing had just told him that he had 
made every appointment he (Corwin) 
had recommended, and he would re- 
fuse further to heed his recommenda- 
tions. Thereupon! told him I would 
take up his case, which I did. I enlisted 
as my assistant Caleb B.. Smith of Indi- 
ana, a cousin by marriage, and for six 
weeks we waged war for Lincoln with 
Secretary Ewing. Some days we felt 
certain of success, andon others we saw 
defeat. The contest ended in the selec- 
tion of some Jew, whose name Mr. Cor- 
win forgets. Mr. Lincoin made an in- 
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teachers on his desk, slate and books.

There is triumph in that ut- 
tenance; there is a_ sense of safety and

consideration of the dramatic incidents» 


of the Minneapolis convention no longer 
occupies the country, and the eyes of 
the Nation areturningtoChicago. The 
Democracy have had an episode of re- 
lief from the stress of their inherent 
troubles, some of which thev have in- 
herited, all of which they have culti- 
vated. They have had the enjoyment 
of a recess in the engagement of the 
public mind in the struggle to compre- 
hend and analyze the conflict of per- 
sonal factions in the City of Mills on 
the Mississippi. 

It was a blessed rest for the Demo- 
crats to feel that their confused affairs 


had foratime been wafted away from | 


the glare of the footlights. To be sure, 
the populace were thinking of some- 
thing oti er thanthe flagrant failure be- 
fore the world of the Fad Congress, the 
deadly grapple of gangs in New York, 
the muddle tof ‘the party as to all busi- 
ness principles, the long and, so far as 
they are concerned, apparently endless 
agony of the incoherent sectionalism 
that hag been their distinguishing char- 
acteristic since the end of the war. If 
we are to define the boundaries of the 
regions in which the conflicting con- 
victions of the Democracy have preva- 
lence we must reach the conclusion that 
there is no louger a national Democ- 
racy. We have the Massachusetts 
type of Democrat, which, barring 
the mugwumpery of it, is more like Re- 
publicanism than Democracy, as they 
are found in the States south of the 
Ohio and beyond the Mississippi River. 
Throughout the vast area of the South- 
ern States the political organizations 
and activiti¢s are controlled by the 
race-questions almost exclusively. Be- 
vond that there is competition between 
the varlous theories of false finance'and 
spurious political economy, and there is 
no agreement whatever with the Demo- 
cracy of New England, except concern- 
ing those thingsso vaguely outlined and 
indistinctly colored that no fellow can 
find out what is meant. There. are 
Democrats on the Pacitic Slope who 
have an idea of the significance of the 
phrase ‘‘sound mcney’’ not wholly with- 
out correspondence with the New En- 
«lander’s notion. When we strike the 
Rocky Mountain silver State ffee coin- 
age, with a view to inflation and 88 per 
cent. repndiation, is paramount as the 
race qnestions are in the South. Inthe 
Northwest the ruling passion of the 

emocracy is a somewhat undefined, but 
earnestly held and vociferously declared 
free trade fury, and there, as in the. 
South and Southwest, the leading pre- 


, sumption is that the true farmer is a 


natutal statesman and that the haymow 
policy of ‘Ananciering is the highest 
form of wisdom” regarding money. 
In the Middle States, Bee the 
Potemac to the Hudson and 
east of the mountains, Democracy 
runs: to fine, phrases, the chief of 


which is ‘tariff reform,’ but what we 


are tounderstand by it has not been 
stated in any platform, and its business 
applications are far beyond the averagé 
comprehension. The prejudiccs that do 
duty for principles with the Nemocracy, 
are less pronounced and intolerant as

Both Burke and Ryan are Profes-. 
sional Burglars, 


The Officers of the Opinion That the Al- 
leged East Side Rape Story is a ~ 
“Fake"—No Trace of the 
Fiedd. 


It has transpired that John Ryan and 
Jack Burke, the two burglars arrested 
by Police Officer Connolly, and \Harry 
Martin, who were taken in by Detec- 
tives'Benson and -Bowler, are three of 
the hardest cases in the burglar line 
that ever operated on this Coast. 

The three men were afrested a week 
or ten days ago on suspicion. A lot of 
old silverware was found in the posses- 
sion of the suspects and’ while the de- 
tectives were confident that the three 
men were thieves they did not succeed 
for some days in locating the owners of 
the property.. When they did they 
found that the crooks had robbed a 
house at Long Beach. After that dis- 
covery there was no trouble in making 
out a strong case against the suspected 
thieves. 

‘he case came up for preliminary 
examination before 
Owens yesterday afternoon and all 
three men were held in the sum of 
$5000 bail each for burglary. 

That the menare old time crooks there 
isnot the slightest doubt, for Chief 
Glass received a letter from Chief 
Crowley of San Francisco yesterday giv- 
ing the record of two ofthe men. Chief 
Crowley says that Ryan was sent from 
San Diego in October, 1887, under the 
name of C. H. Desmond, for burglary. 
Again on March 9, 1889, he was given 
four vears from San Francisco for bur- 

lary. He was released on the 11th of 
ast March and at once returned to his 
old occupation. 

On the 10th of April, 1888, Burke 
was seat up from Ventura county for 
highway robbery and was released from 
—. s Prison on the 10th of March 

ast. 

Both men have been criminals on the 
Coast fora number cf years, and have 
been inalmost every jail on the Coast 
for petty offenses. Chief Crowley has 
not been able to locate Martin, but there 
is nogoubt but that he has been a pal of 
Ryan Spd Burke, andif he has never 
before received a term inState’s Prison 
he will certaiuly get a dose this time.
